KERS Denied Grant, 
Try Again Next Year 


KERS’ application for a 
grant from the Corporation of 
Public Broadcasting (CPB) 
has been turned down. CPB's 
project manager 
Washington D.C. was on cam- 
pus in mid-May to review 
KERS facilities and univer 
sity support of KERS’ par. 
ticipation in CPB 

‘We have lost a battle but 
not the war,’ according to Ted 
Crews KERS station 
manager. The radio station 
plans to reapply for the grant 
next year and to apply for a 
Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW) facilities 
grant in December 

The lost grant would have 
provided the station with 
federal funds to go along with 
university support. In ad- 
dition, KERS would have been 
eligible for National Public 
Broadcasting with access to 
programs as William F. Buc- 
kley’s “Firing Line’ and CBS 
radio's “All Things Con 
sidered."’ KERS would have 
been able to operate in a more

professional manner, Crews 
said 

Approximately $5,000 was 
spent trying to get the grant 
a consultant to write the ap 
plication, engineenng cor 
sultants, a paid station 
manager to meet criterion and 
a special typist 


Lack of a commitment of 
university support cost the 
station the grant. CSUS was 
unable to deliver an une- 
quivocal statement of finan- 
cial support, according to 
University Business Manager 
Stan Pretzer 

“We dont have legal 
authority to commit funds for 
more than one year,” he said 
“We thought the program was 
good and wanted to suppurt it, 
but legally we can't make 
financial commitments 
beyond one year. We don't 
know from one year tothe next 
how much Governor Reagan 
and the legisluture are giving

Three CSUS professors 
have had a series of four 
scholarly papers accepted for 
presentation at an_ inter.

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On To Senate 
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IRA Bill Passes Assembly 


The assembly bill authoriz- 
ing monies from the state's 
general fund to finance 
Instructionally Related Ac- 
tivities (JRA) is now in the 
senate. Last week it moved out 
of Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and was approved on 
the assembly floor. The 
legislature goes into summer 
recess Friday untii Aug. 5 and 
the bill is not likely to be acted 
on by the senate before the 
recess 


AB 3116 allows funds from 
the state's general fund to pay 
for IRA programs. As 
amended in Ways and Means 
last week, the state funding 
would be reflected by a 
proportionate reduction in the 
material and services fee 

Associated Students (AS) 
fees currently support IRA 
progra?1s toa great degree on 
most campuses. At CSUS the 
AS has provided money for 
IRA only through September 
in fiscal 1975, declaring that 
since IRA is part of the 
educational program it ought 


to be financed by the univer- 


sity and not student 
government 
Among IRA areas 


traditionally supported by the 
AS are men's and women's 
athletics, marching band, 
KERS. Hornet, music, theater 
arts, forensics, art galleries, 
business simulation, barrios 
art, chicanito science project 


women's studies and gay 
studies 
Before amendment, AB 


3116 called for a proportionate 
reduction of student body fees 
Terry Frost, AS president, is 
not happy with the change 
“Schools will still be getting 
the same amount ear-marked 
for IRA,” he pointed out 
“There is no additional 
money. The state money 
should be on topof current fun- 
ding 

“If there is no increase, 
IRA still has to come up with 
extra money. Things covered 
by the material and services 
fee will still get their same 
budget.

The ink was hardly dry on 
reports concerning the US 
providing Egypt with nuclear 
aid and technology when 
Egypt's President Sadat said 
Egyptian intelligence had con- 
firmed to a ‘“‘certain extent” 
Isreal’s possession of tactical 
nuclear weapons. 


Since we are now giving 
nuclear assistance for 
peaceful purposes, the next 
logical step is for Egypt to ask 
America’s help in offsetting 
Israel's weapons lead, _ if 
intelligence confirms it 
beyond a “certain extent.’’ If 
both sides possess nuclear 
arms, then the terror will be so 
great that neither will want to 
use them. After all, isn't that 
the principle keeping the 
United States and Russian 
safe from each other? 


Even if Egypt does not ask 
for further direct aid, the len 
ding of assistance isa bad idea 
because of the possibility of 
using the technology for 
nuclear arms.

Certain periods in 
American history never die, 
and so it is true with the Civil 
War. James Coburn and Telly 
Savalas star in their latest pic- 
ture called A Reason To Live 

A Reason To Die. With 
seven condemned men, 
Coburn is assigned the task of 
blowing up a Confederate fort. 

Coburn plays a colonel in 
the Union Army, with the sole 
distinction of being caught 
while looting a church. He is 
taken to an outpost and given 
the option of getting his name 
back. 

Reminiscent of the Dirty 
Dozen, Coburn chose his 
unlikely volunteers from the 
gallows in return for their 
freedom after the mission is 
accomplished Consequently 
seven of the eight decide to 
follow their deliverer, and one 
religious frantic decides he 
wants no part of the venture 

As the unsacred eight move 
into Confederate territory, 
Coburn lets the horses go one 
morning due to the fact they 
were Union mounts, and is 
almost incapacitated by his 
new f oud accomplices. 

After hopping a 
Confederate train they stop to 
rest at a farm, and end up kill- 
ing everyone in cold blood. 
Although the picture abounds 
in killings, there is very little 
blood. 

Characterized as a serious 
adventure drama, there is one 
laughable scene. After being 
caught in town for buying sus- 
picious items like “fuses and 
dynamite’ one of Coburn’'s 
men convinces a Confederate 
officer that the war is over. 































I wonder why he steals? 
Unemployment is high; he is 
Black: it takes money to 
travel from Maryland to 
California; the cost of living 1s 
high. So, one figures that steal- 
ing might be able to help pay 
the bills. One gets caught, 
becomes a criminal, gets a 
police record and room and 
board in the jail house 

The Black community does 
not need any more of its 
members in the prison 
system. This Black man has 
potential for being an 
educated member of society. 
But, his bad break for him 
changes his scene 

He is no longer a proud 
member of the growing class 
of educated Black men and 
women in our society, but ret 
rogresses back into the jail 
house where he gets another 
kind of education. 

I say liberate him and give 
him another change. Let him 
into the school and have him 
work out with E.0.P. instead 
of blowing his opportunities 
away for him because he 
sought to have money to pay 
his bills. 

Let us not forget, when he 
gets out of jail, where will he 
go to get his money. Yet, 
where might he go if he gets 
out of college? Let us open the 
door of opportunity and 
forgive this thief.

As the movie progresses we 
learn that there is a little more 
than face-saving involved in 
the mission. Coburn knows 
where $500,000 worth of gold is 
kept in the fort. Although the 
reference is made, the gold is 
never shown. 

Telly Savalas plays the 
commander of the im- 
pregnable fort which has built 
in burglar alarms, quite uni- 
que for the 1860's. Surprizedly 
with a small part, Savalas 
adds dimension tothe script as 
eight unbelievable supermen 
scale the sides of a mountain 
which will allow them to enter 
the fortress 

Through a member of the 
group who has infiltrated the 
fort, they manage to gain con- 
trol of the guns and kill hun- 
dreds of Confederate soldiers 
The final scene shows Savalas 
giving up to Coburn, anddue to 
some personal qualm in which 
we are never given, the 
colonel shoots Savalas 
through the head. The camera 
catches this bleak moment in 
slow motion, which resulted in 
dead silence throughout the 
theater 

If Confederates fought this 
bad during the Civil War, it is 
beyond my imagination how 
they carried on for four years. 
The movie offers plenty of ac- 
tion and should be seen just for 
the solid entertainment it 
offers. But there is something 

about the general plot that 
makes the viewer feel he has 
missed something.

Hart didn't ask for the names 
of the men putting pressure on 
the Braniff chairman 

Hart's conduct is ex 
plicable. A former dispenser 
of Republican patronage, he 
had a record long before 
Watergate of being a biased 
proNixon judge Jaworski 
we don't know about. The talk 
is that these businessmen he 
ought tobe prosecuting are the 
same sort that his own private 
firm represents 

There is noone tocalla man 
like Jaworski to account 
Secrecy protects almost 
everything that the judges and 
lawyers connected with 
Watergate do. Secrecy is the 
law profession's equivalent to 
executive privilege, but what 
is plainly out in the open is that 
by putting the Magruders in 
jail and giving a pass to 
Lawrences, Jaworski and 
Hart are doing their best to see 
that Watergate gets repeated 
Jail does deter white-collar 
crooks 

The money and the am 
biance for lawlessness come 
from the businessmen who put 
up the illegal millions in that 
campaign. Without them 
there could be no Watergates 
Magruders are available by 
the peck. It's the real white 
collar criminals, the 
Lawrence types, who put up
